old. Her mortal remains will 
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not raging rivers such as 
Colorado, St. Lawrence etc, 
although devolving natu- 
rally, unnaturally from 
primeval, still allow for 
leisurely fishing, canoeing, 
hiking, forged their ways to 
the Great Lakes early on in 
Michigan’s history.

digenous tribes when all 
was free and no roads ex- 
isted until the railroads 
forged through and rudi- 
mentary wagon wheel 
travel became possible. The 
first officially recorded pio- 
neer to East Jordan was 
Solomon Isaman who en-

“The Narrows” at Iron-

Inevitably the nou- 
veau-riche sought pleasura- 
ble lands for vacationing 
and summer residences 
and, when the post-World 
War Two boom prolifer- 
ated, lake properties began 
to attract more attention 
for the real estate investors 
who found that lakefronts 
were worth more than city 
and suburb homes as the

surroundings. Likewise the 
Bigfoot McMansions along 
the lakeside from Boyne 
City to Advance now estab- 
lish the standard for expec- 
tations of riparian domicile 
whether river or lake or 
both. Bay Harbor may be 
ostentatious and commer- 
cial but Hemingway Pointe 
is elitist living without fan- 
fare. Hemingway wouldn’t 
join such a club. 

Tucked away in such ex- 
clusive isolation yet 
vaguely observable to 
passersby, exclusive Hem- 
ingway Pointe epitomizes 
the elitist tendency without 
quite the money to compete 
with the Bay Harbor osten- 
tatiousness, Hemingway 
condo being manageable 
for those with several 
homes to maintain as sta- 
tus symbol retreats with 
symbolic seasonal ration- 
ale, i.e. summer homes.

Rescue Rehab truck new addition for EJ Fire Dept.

A former Otsego County 
ambulance has found new 
purpose after being pur- 
chased and refurbished by 
the East Jordan Fire Depart- 
ment. At a cost of roughly 
$10,000, the vehicle was pur- 
chased with grant money 
from the Grand Traverse 
Band of Ottawa & Chippewa 
Indians, along with money 
from the Fireman’s Fund and 
the City of East Jordan. 

Kathy Drenth, a former 
East Jordan EMS member, 
had been retired from the de- 
partment for about a month 
when she realized she wanted 
to stay involved in emergency 
services. To accomplish that 
goal, Kathy cleaned and out- 
fitted an older fire depart- 
ment truck and accompanied 
the fire department on emer- 
gency call-outs, supporting 
the firefighters with extra 
equipment, food and refresh- 
ments. After just a few runs, 
the department quickly real- 
ized just how useful a sup- 
port vehicle could be. But 
Kathy had a larger vision to 
better serve the area’s first 
responders. Her husband, 
firefighter Tim Drenth, felt 
an ambulance type vehicle 
would best suit that vision 
and a larger vehicle was soon 
located. 

The new Rescue Rehab 
truck is now utilized by fire- 
fighters in a variety of ways. 
One of its primary uses is to 
assist with water rescue ef- 
forts. Tim Drenth said 
they’ve seen a large increase

in water rescues, especially 
in the Jordan River. Their 
Rescue Rehab truck provides 
a place for emergency per- 
sonnel to change into dive 
gear, and carry extra equip- 
ment not normally used on a 
firetruck. They also use the 
truck for towing a trailer car- 
rying kayaks, a rubber boat, 
and raft. During a recent ice 
training exercise, Kathy said 
the truck was the perfect 
place for their ice rescue 
equipment instead of a fire 
truck with all its fire appara- 
tus. 

In addition to water rescue 


equipment, the truck is 
equipped with a small refrig- 
erator, coffee pot, food, water, 
basic first aid supplies, and 
emergency signage. The 
truck also carries extra extri- 
cation equipment for re- 
sponding to car accidents. 
Kathy explained it has al- 
lowed them to take equip- 
ment that was overloading 
other trucks and make this 
more of a specialty use vehi- 
cle. 

The Drenths explained 
there are many situations 
where the multi-purpose ve- 
hicle can be put into service, 


leaving firetrucks available to 
respond to other emergen- 
cies. Tim said they recently 
used the vehicle to respond to 
a gas leak instead of taking a 
fire truck carrying water and 
a pump that could have been 
damaged by the freezing tem- 
peratures. The vehicle also 
provides a place for families 
to shelter when there is a fire 
or carbon monoxide alarm at 
their home, rather than tying 
up an ambulance that may be 
needed elsewhere. 

After some extreme 
weather conditions in recent 
years, Kathy explained, “We 
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had to have something where 
we could get out of the ele- 
ments.” She noted, “Ata 
house fire on a cold winter 
day last year there was no es- 
caping the freezing wind.” 
The vehicle’s climate con- 
trolled interior is the perfect 
place for crew members to 
rest and recover while work- 
ing. Tim pointed out the fire 
department and EMS are al- 
ways looking for additional 
service personnel. Perhaps 
this new support vehicle will 
make the job a little easier.

He 
was captured by pirates and 
taken to Ireland during his 
impressionable mid-teens, 
and spent several years in 
slavery herding sheep. 

Maewyn returned to Ire- 
land when he was in his 30’s 
and became a bishop, adopt- 
ing the Latin name Patricius, 
later shortened to Patrick. 
St. Patrick is said to have 
used the three-leafed clover, 
or shamrock, to symbolize 
the concept of the holy trin-

ity in his ministry. St. 
Patrick is believed to have 
passed away on March 17th 
in the year 461 AD. Thus it is 
on the occasion of his death 
that St. Patrick’s Day is cele- 
brated each year.

Environment, Land Use, & Recreation Grants Awarded 


The Community Founda- 
tion launched its new grant 
cycle schedule in 2020, re- 
sponding to requests from 
nonprofit partners in the 
areas of environment, land 
use, and recreation in Febru- 
ary. Thanks to donors who 
look to the Community Foun- 
dation to make a difference 
close to home, grants have 
been awarded to nonprofits 
who will work on invasive 
species management, water 
quality, recreation and ac- 
cess to natural resources and 
more. 

The Friends of the Jordan 
River will launch an initia- 
tive to restore native species 
in the Jordan River and im- 
prove fish habitat. Beaver Is- 
land will benefit from a grant 
to work toward sustainability 
initiatives on the Island. 


Broader impact will be felt 
across the County as water 
quality studies and educa- 
tional programming around 
rising lake levels will be con- 
tinued by Lake Charlevoix 
Association and Tip of the 
Mitt Watershed Council. Ad- 
ditionally, research will be 
done by Conservation Re- 
source Alliance to discover 
better designs for three river 
crossings in the Jordan River 
Watershed. Evangeline 
Township will be getting to 
work on a trails master plan 
for the area. Visit c3f.org for 
a complete list of grants 
made through this first new 
Environment and Land Use 
cycle. 

So far, the new 2020 grant 
cycle schedule is off to a 
great start with nearly 
$140,000 in awards made dur- 


ing the first Environment & 
Land Use cycle. A portion of 
the grant funds were pro- 
duced by a fund that is being 
invested in a socially respon- 
sible way. By investing these 
dollars in environment, so- 
cial, and governance invest- 
ments (ESG), the fund will 
continue to grow, while also 
supporting and being sup- 
ported by income from so- 
cially responsible companies. 

A charitable organization 
dedicated to improving and 
enriching life in the area, the 
Charlevoix County Commu- 
nity Foundation accepts gifts 
from individuals, families, 
businesses and civic groups 
and manages them as perma- 
nent endowments. While a 
portion of the funds are uti- 
lized to support grantmak- 
ing, the principal of the 


endowment continues to 
grow, providing ongoing 
charitable capital to benefit 
Charlevoix County’s resi- 
dents—now and in the fu- 
ture. 

The next grant cycle is 
called Community Project 
Support. Applications are 
now being accepted. This 
cycle will focus on requests 
from eligible nonprofit part- 
ners for county-wide proj- 
ects, arts and culture, 
veterans, urgent needs, 
health and wellness, and sub- 
stance abuse projects or pro- 
grams.

Health Department advises residents to 
prepare not panic for Coronavirus 


The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is con- 
tinuously working on pre- 
paredness and response 
planning for Coronavirus 
Disease 2019 (COVID-19). 
Communication occurs daily 
with federal, state and local 
officials/partners. The 
Health Department is moni- 
toring the situation at a local 
level and coordinating efforts 
with other local health de- 
partments — this includes 
Benzie-Leelanau District 
Health Department, Central 
Michigan District Health De- 
partment, District Health De- 
partment #2, District Health 
Department #4, District 
Health Department #10 and 
Grand Traverse County 
Health Department. Michi- 
gan, including Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet and Ot- 
sego Counties have no con- 
firmed cases at this time. 

As COVID-19 cases in- 
crease worldwide, including 
in the United States, it is im- 
portant to be mindful of 
preparing for a shift from an 
epidemic to a pandemic. At 
this time, we are encourag- 
ing our communities to pre- 
pare, not panic. It is still 
uncertain when COVID-19 
will impact the greater 
United States, for how long, 
or the severity, and informa- 
tion is changing on a daily 
basis. 

Health Officer, Lisa Pea- 
cock, reminds residents that 
“Tt is important to consider 
actions to reduce the spread 
of illness in general — things 
like staying home if you are 
ill, coughing into an elbow or 
tissue, and frequent hand- 
washing are important. 


While the situation is regu- 
larly changing, it is also im- 
portant to stay up to date 
with reliable sources and to 
begin identifying some ac- 
tions that can help protect 
your health and those you 
care about.” 

These measures will help 
decrease and slow the spread 
of infection, and reduce the 
impact on our community: 

- Pay attention, and com- 
ply, with public health re- 
quests and 
recommendations. 

- Get your information 
from credible sources (Cen- 
ter for Disease Control and 
Prevention, Michigan De- 
partment of Health and 
Human Services, Health De- 
partment, etc.). 

- Support your family, 
friends and neighbors when 
they need your help. 

- Practice good hand wash- 
ing hygiene — wash hands 
regularly or use an alcohol- 
based hand sanitizer (60% or 
more) if soap and water are 
not available. 

- Stay home when you are 
sick (work, school, social 
gatherings, events, etc.). 

- Clean all “high touch” 
surfaces every day with 
household cleaning spray or 
wipes. 

- Cover coughs, sneezes 
and avoid touching your face. 

- Avoid sharing personal 
household items. 

- Be current on your rou- 
tine vaccinations. 

- Call ahead before going to 
the doctor or hospital if you 
are sick (most Coronavirus 
infections are not serious, 
but as always, be mindful of 
concerning symptoms like 


shortness of breath and pro- 
longed fever). 

- Plan now for caring for 
loved ones who may be sick 
or medically compromised; 
and how not to expose each 
other. 

- Keep prescription med- 
ications filled and over-the- 
counter medications on hand 
— especially important for 
those 65 and over witha 
chronic medical condition. 

- Maintain a good supply 
of non-perishable food items, 
including pet food. 

- Begin planning for op- 
tions if daycare or schools 
are closed. 

- Talk to your employer 
about contingency plans for 
absenteeism, working from 
home or other strategies for 
the continuation of opera- 
tions.

Boyne City Main Street facade 
grant applications now available 


Applications for Boyne 
City Main Street’s 2020 
facade grant program are 
now available. The facade 
grant program provides 
matching funds for Main 
Street District property 
owners and tenants to im- 
prove the facades of their 
buildings, in order to main- 
tain the architectural char- 
acter and economic viability 
of downtown. 

“Boyne City Main Street 
looks forward to working 
with property owners to 
bring out the best in their 
buildings,” Kelsie King-Duff, 
Boyne City Main Street Ex- 
ecutive Director, said. 

To begin the process, in- 
terested property owners or 
tenants must review the Fa- 
cade Grant Program Guide- 
lines, and meet with 
representatives from Boyne 
City Main Street to discuss 
the scope of the project. An 
application must then be 
submitted by noon on April 
30. After a competitive re- 
view process by the Design 
Committee and Boyne City 
Main Street Board, a deci- 
sion will be made on which 
projects receive funding. For 
every dollar awarded, the 
applicant must spend an 
equal amount. Individual 
grant amounts will be up to 
50 percent of a project’s cost. 
A total of $20,000 is available 
for the 2020-21 cycle. 

Funds are provided by 
Boyne City Main Street with 
dollars raised through 


Boyne Thunder. There is no 
set minimum or maximum 
number of projects per year. 
Eligible items under the 
facade program include, but 
may not be limited to: re- 
moval of siding that was 
used to cover original build- 
ing materials, exterior brick 
or wall surface repair, point- 
ing of brick/mortar joint re- 
pair, window and/or door 
replacement/repair, any ar- 
chitectural details in need of 
repair and/or replacement. 
Ineligible expenses include 
paint, signage, awnings and 
work that has already been 
completed. 

The grant program seeks 
to encourage private invest- 
ment through the rehabilita- 
tion and improvement of 
facades within the Boyne 
City Main Street District, to 
encourage good design that 
will serve as quality exam- 
ples, and to preserve the ar- 
chitectural character that is 
distinctive to Boyne City.

Spring weight restrictions on 
State roads expanding March 9 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transportation 
(MDOT) and local agencies 
are enacting additional an- 
nual spring weight restric- 
tions to protect roads. 

Effective 6 a.m. Monday, 
March 9, weight restrictions 
will be imposed and en- 
forced on all state trunkline 
highways north of a line on 
M-43 in the city of South 
Haven east to US-131 in 
Kalamazoo County, then 
south to I-94 in Kalamazoo 
County and east to I-69 in 
Calhoun County, then north 
to Lansing and continuing 
east on I-69 to Port Huron in 
St. Clair County. This in- 
cludes the entire Upper 
Peninsula. 

All state trunklines north 
of this line will have weight 
restrictions imposed and en- 
forced. State routes typically 
carry M, I, or US designa- 
tions. State routes typically 
carry M, I, or US designa- 
tions. 

In the restricted areas, the 
following will apply: 

- On routes designated as 
“all-season” (designated in 
green and gold on the MDOT 
Truck Operators Map), 
there will be no reduction in 
legal axle weights. 

- On routes designated as 
“seasonal” (designated in 
solid or dashed red on the 
MDOT Truck Operators 
Map), there will be a posted 


weight reduction of 25 per- 
cent for rigid (concrete) 
pavements and 35 percent 
for flexible (asphalt) pave- 
ments. 

- All extended permits will 
be valid for oversize loads in 
the weight-restricted area on 
the restricted routes. Single- 
trip permits will not be is- 
sued for any overweight 
loads or loads exceeding 14 
feet in width, 11 axles and 
150 feet in overall length on 
the restricted routes. 

County road commissions 
and city public works de- 
partments put in place their 
own seasonal weight restric- 
tions, which usually, but not 
always, coincide with state 
highway weight restrictions. 
Signs are generally posted to 
indicate which routes have 
weight restrictions in effect.

ers, under “Restrictions.” 
All-season routes are desig- 
nated in green and gold on 
the MDOT Truck Operators 
Map, which is available on- 
line.

DNR Fishing Tip 


Understanding 
fish posture helps 
ice fishing 


Fish often maintain one of 
two postures — one where 
they are ready to strike (fins 
up and backs 

arched) or one where they 
are focused on traveling (fins 
tucked in). Understanding 
these postures can aid 

in your fishing success, 
particularly through the ice. 

The first step when using 
fish posture to impact your 
ice fishing techniques is to 
have appropriate 

equipment, such as sonar. 
This tool allows you to visual- 
ize the posture and react ef- 
fectively. 

Secondly, pay attention to 
time periods of aggressive 
posture. Most likely you will 
see it exhibited 

around sunrise and sunset 
—plan your trips accordingly.
